Report and Ramseyer format was submitted for review.

Recess:  The Chair recessed the meeting at 9:12 a.m. 
 
Reconvene:  The Chair reconvened the meeting at 9:13 a.m. 
 
Licensing –  Randall R. Scharnhorst 
Applications: 

Randall R. Scharnhorst was present to answer any questions the Commission 
may have regarding his application for a real estate broker and sole proprietor’s 
license.  Mr. Scharnhorst was asked if he wished to have his application 
considered in executive session.  He declined the offer. 
 
Mr. Scharnhorst stated that he works in timeshare. He submitted letters in 
support of his application for his customers.  He was convicted in 1991 but was 
arrested in 1988.  Mr. Scharnhorst stated that he was not convicted of 
possession and conspiracy but was convicted for aiding and abetting.   
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Mr. Scharnhorst stated that he had introduced two people to each other in 1986 
and he knew that they were going to talk about a crime.  He did not see them 
again after that.  In 1988, they testified against him and said that he had 
introduced them.  He is on probation for ten years and has not had any problems 
since.  He is starting an investment hui and wants to have a broker’s license.   
 
Mr. Scharnhorst admitted that he did make a mistake and that it was a long time 
ago.   
 
Mr. Scharnhorst stated that he was applying for his real estate broker’s license 
and also for a sole proprietorship.  Mr. Scharnhorst was informed that if his 
application for a real estate sole proprietorship was granted, he would not be 
under the supervision of a principal broker.  Mr. Scharnhorst stated that it was 
suggested to him that he get his license going. 
 
Mr. Scharnhorst was asked to describe the activities he was involved in.  He 
stated that he has a couple of different lots that he is building on Maui.  The hui 
has purchased a lot on the Big Island and two other lots are in escrow.  They will 
be building houses and will be speculating.  Mr. Scharnhorst stated that he would 
not be hiring any real estate salespersons under him.  There are other people in 
the hui who have real estate licenses, but they are involved in the timeshare 
industry.   
 
Mr. Scharnhorst was asked if he were aware of the principal broker’s 
responsibilities.  He stated that he is not aware of all of the responsibilities but he 
will be getting advice from a friend.  They will be hiring an attorney. He has been 
buying and selling real estate in Hawaii since 1977.   
 
The Commission has concerns that an applicant will be good while they are 
under the terms of the probation but that once the probation/parole is lifted, the 
licensee feels that they no longer have to abide by the conditions.   
 
Mr. Scharnhorst stated that he had worked for Consolidated Resorts for over six 
years and he supervises more than six employees. 
 
Mr. Scharnhorst asked if there were anything that he could do regarding the 
supervision of a broker.  He offered that, if the Commission felt it was needed, he 
would agree to being supervised by a broker for a year or so. 
 
Upon a motion by Commissioner Okawa, seconded by Commissioner Imanaka, it 
was voted on and unanimously carried to take this matter under advisement. 

 
Recess:  The Chair recessed the meeting at 9:25 a.m. 
 
Reconvene:  The Chair reconvened the meeting at 9:30 a.m. 
 
Licensing –  Michael Walsh 
Applications:  

Michael Walsh was present to answer any questions the Commission may have 
regarding his application for a real estate salesperson’s license.  When asked if 
he wished to have his application considered in executive session, he declined 
the offer. 

 
Mr. Walsh said that he feels that by getting his real estate license he could 
improve his life as far as what he has done for himself.  Mr. Walsh stated that 
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when he met his wife, her family was against them getting together.  Everything 
that he does now is to prove that his wife made the right decision.  He is looking 
for an opportunity to better himself.   

 
Mr. Walsh was asked how long he has known Sylvia Foster.  Mr. Walsh 
answered that he has known her only three months.  Mr. Walsh said that he was 
hesitant in turning in his application.  He called Ms. Foster and spoke with her 
about his concerns.  He said that she gave him good advice on what to do.   
Mr. Walsh said that he would feel comfortable working for her if he became 
licensed.  He would not have to jump into something that he was not prepared 
for.  She is willing to walk him through the process.   

 
Commissioner Abrams stated that he was impressed that Mr. Walsh discussed 
his situation with his proposed principal broker before being asked to do so.  
Commissioner Abrams stated that he felt that it was a very pertinent part of the 
application and he appreciated Mr. Walsh’s efforts in doing so. 

 
Upon a motion by Commissioner Okawa, seconded by Commissioner Imanaka, it 
was voted on and unanimously carried to take this matter under advisement.
